LONDON, April 21.—The men arrested 


for connection with th.o dynamite conspiracy 
waro again brought up yesterday morning for 
further bearing, Tho court-room was crowded. 
Among thoso present was Herbert Gladstone, 
sou of the prime minister and ft member ol 
pa-rliiuuorit. Tho boywho mis employed by 
Whitehoad at BirmiDgbam, and who was yes- 
terday identified by Lynch, was placed in tho 
witness-box. Ho recognized Dr. Gallagher aa 
tho man who had visited Whitehoad. Tho boy 
testified that 
Gallagher, when ho visited 


Wbitohoad, gave tho name of Fletcher. When 
ho called to BOO Whitehoad, tho latter sent him 
(tho boy) on an errand and told him ho need 
not hnrry back. 


When, ho returned Whitehoad and Gallagher 


wore atill engaged in conversation, and Whito- 
' head gave him a holiday. Shortly afterward 
Wilson (another of the prisoners) arrived iii a 
cab. Ho said ho had como for "oil" that 
"Hotelier" had ordered. Wilaon was conducted 
by Whitehoad to an iauor room. Noxt flay 
Lynch came to Whitehoad'fl place, bringing 
with him a largo box. Tho boy was unable to 
Bwoar as to tho identity of Wilson; ho was, 
however, positive as to Gallagher, who.ho said, 
called several times to see Whitehoad. 


A waiter employed at the midland hotel at 


Birmingham was next called to tho stand. Ho 
positively identified Wilson | as tho man who 
had been a guest at that hotel; ho also aaid 
that ho had a largo box with him. 
A Birmingham cabman sworo that ho drove 


Wilson from tho Midland hotel to tho house 
where Whitehead was located. 


A detective belonging to Birmingham was 


sworn, and confirmed tho testimony given by 
the other wituossos as lo the time of Wilson's 
arrival at tho house of Whitohoad. 


A cabman and other witnesses confirmed tho 


account given by Lvuch of his movements 
while ho was in Birmingham. Tho coat worn 
by Whitohoad at tho timo -of bis arrest was 
produced. It boro tho tailor's mark, "Brooks 
Brothers, Broadway, Now York." Tlio crown 
also produced a letter signed by Wilson, Tho 
purchase of earthen pang by Whitohead was 
proved. It was stated in evidence that ho told 
tho vender of whom ho purchased them that 
ho had recently arrived in England from Now 
York. A rubber-maker', whoso place of busi- 
ness is near Charm:; Cross hotel, identified 
Gallagher as a customer. Ho said Gallagher 
purchased of him a bag capable of holding 
SflS pounds nitro-glycerino. Gallagher asked 
tho prices of tho other bags. 


A makor of rubber baga in Choapsido sworo 


a rubber bag was purchased of him. It was 
proven that tho latter bug was ordered by Will- 
eon, but was found by the police in Gallagher's 
room at tho Charing Cross hotel. 


A policeman leatiiiod that ho fouud a legal 


work in OMlaghor's possession in which a par- 
agraph relative to treason and felony was 
marked. 
Tho prisoners wore then remanded for fur- 


ther hearing. 


NEW YORK DEVELOPMENT, 


NEW YORK, April 21.—The revela- 


tions made by tho informer Lynch, alias Nor- 
roan, regarding tho Emerald club are likely, 
The World says, to load to results of oven 
greater importance-than any occurrence since 
tho 
beginning of the present agitation. 


"Thomas Burns," mentioned in the oablo dis- 
patches as "the presiding officer," is Thomas 
j. Byrne, a woll-knoivu nationalist and Land- 
leaguer of this city. Mr. Byrne and hia sisters 
arc intimate friends of the Parnells, and about 
a year ago, at tho request of tho late Fanny 
Parnoll, Miss Jennie Byrne, n'ho is treasurer 
of tho Ladies' Land league here, wont to Ire- 
laud to assist Miss Puruoll in tho work of tho 
Ladies' loaguo there. 
When Capt Alfred Aylward arrived in this, 


country two years ugo, a reporter visited him 
at Byrne's house, and mot there a man who, 
ho is informed, -is tho Dr. Gallagher arraigned 
at tho Bow street police court. A believer in 
what is known as the dynamite policy, Byrne, 
it ia stud, formed tho Emerald club, in which 
t'.ie physical-force men of both tho Eossa or 
United Irishmen and the Devoy or Clan-na- 
Gaol factions could meet. Though not nomin- 
ally affiliated with any other revolutionary so- 
ciety, most of its members wero also members 
of the Clan-na-Gael, tho Foniaa brotherhood, 
or tho Land league. 
When Carev began his testimony ho said 


that a Mr. or Mrs. Byrne had brought 'knives 
and firearms from London to tho "Invinciblea" 
in Dublin. The wife of Frank Byrne was ar- 
rested and taken to Dublin castlo, whore she 
was confronted by Carey, who acknowledged 
at once that ho could not identify her as tho 
woman. She was discharged, aud Carey sub- 
sequently asserted that tho woman ho referred 
to was ft'Misa Byrne, whom he believed to be. 
Frank Byruo'a tiistor. Whether Frank Byrus 
has a siator has not yet appeared, but tit all 
events no other woriian was arrested. "It is 
no secret," said a goiitlomau to-day, "that 
whou Mias Jennie 
Byrno 
wont to Ire- 


laud she- wont not only as Miss Faanie 
ParnolTs emissary to tho Laud league, but 
also as a messenger tc tlio Invinciblcs from her 
brother Tom, with whoso 'nationalistic' senti- 
ments tho is ardent sympathizer. It ia not do- 
signed bv tho British government to prove that 
Parnoll, Billon, Hoaly, Soxtoii, and tho other 
Irish members had any actual cognizance of or 
.complicity in tho Phcunix park murders or tlio 
dynamite conspiracy, but only to connect tho 
Land league with those transactions." 


Dr. William E. Wallace, president of tho 


Irish National Luud loasno, said last night that 
Miss Jenny Byrne went to Ireland about a year 


collecting 


fund called tho "sustenance fund for aiding 
evicted tenants and tho families of imprisoned 
suspects." Ho know nothing further of her 
mission. 
The Ladies Land longuo ia an or- 


ajjlzation independent of tho Irish Land 
eague. 


A member of tho Emerald club in the Bow- 
cry said: "There has boon so much publicity 
given to tho olub that it will uot meet again at 
No. S'J5 Bowery. There waa a meeting of tho 
head men last night, and it is said that the 
principal officers resigned. Joseph 'Woldrick 
was tho president, Dr. William Dwyor.'tho soc- 
retarv, a'nd Capt Jumos -Tracoy the treasurer. 
The club, like all others of its kind, is undor 
tho control of tho Clan-noGaoI society. 
The 


president of tho C'an-na-Gaol in known only to 
tho members of W.o executive committee. All 
of tie men arrest; d in London belong in New 
York or near Now York. I think 1 know who 
tbey are, but as I am uot certain-! would rather 
cot give names. There is something wrong in 
tho cable dispatch giving tho numbers of the 
secretary and treasurer, but I cannot explain. 
Thoro wero two moo named Sullivan m tho 
olub, as Lynch says. It waa very stupid of tha 
club to send over such a mau as Lynch, who 
had only boon a member for throe or four 
months. Ihe majority of tho members of tho 
club live in the neighborhood of East Broad- 
way, in tho Sixteenth ward. It in not truo that 
Thomas Bums was tho president of tho club." 


Joseph .Woldrirk, who ix tho foreman of 


"BullingerV Monitor Guide," Dr. Win. Dwyor, 
and Capt. James Tracey deny that they are of- 
ficers of tho Emerald club. 
Thomas J. Byrno, a plumber at No. L'C5 


Fourth avenue, who ia a dark-browed, hoavy- 
mustached man of middle age, with long hair, 
denied yesterday that ho over was president of 
the Emerald club. Ho retired from the Land 
loagno t^o years ngo, because ho could not 
cparo timo to attend to it He denied that he 
hid signed an address last~fall as one of the 
united Irish revolutionary committee. It is 
'assorted, however, that Byrno is tho president 
of the Emerald club, and th*t Jennie Byra« 
ia hia aister.

THE WONDERSOF T1FE SKY. 


Prof. S. P. Lauglcy, o£ tho Allo^hany 


Obsevvivtory, gave lifs twelfth and con- 
cluding lecture before the Lowell Insti- 
tute last evening. 
The spccuil topii 


treated was "Meteors and Stars." The 
speaker introduced Ms theme by saying: 
"The old theory was that space is a 
utter void, and that there is no physical 
connection between our earth and the 
stars which stretch away into illimitable 
space. 
But air is renewed as the 


earth uses, it up. 
We have seen that 


this renewal is in the shape of carbonic 
acid gas—that upon which all plants 
"row and by which they come to their 
beauty and fruitage; that by which we 
grow. It is calculated that probably 
all the carbon in our atmosphere has 
been used up more than one hundred 
times. 
The earth has absorbed it. 


Now this fact shows that the replenish- 
ing must come from without our own 
planet and its atmosphere—that is, 
from the interplanetary spaces. 
This 


is a theory, and one so new that it is 
hardly debatable as yet. 
But Newton, 


in his time, came to the conclusion that 
space was not a void, andhisutterances 
in tho 'Principia,'' about two hundred 
years ago, are quite in accord with the 
theory here enunciated. His expression 
is old, but the thought is abreast of 
modern speculation. He speaks of ex- 
halations from the comets repairing the 
wastes of the earth, and declares that 
there is such a waste of tho fluids of this 
planet that without a supply from with- 
out there must be a constant decrease. 
Again, he • speaks of that spirit of 
the air, so useful and yet so subtle, and 
which must come from without. He did 
not iind out what it was, and we have 
not given it a. definite name, but we 
know that it is carbonic acid gas." The 
speaker then introduced the subject oi 
comets, and had shown upon the screen 
a series of oomotary views so brilliant 
as to call forth repeated applause. The 
comet comes into our planetary system, 
and plunges through it in an erratic 
curve, dasiiing quite near the sun in its 
course. The comet of 1842 was the 
oreatcst of this century. Then came 
Donati's comet of 1857, and the last 
one, of 1SS2. The comet has many 
wonderful phases, appearances which 
are so remarkable as -to baftlo all de- 
scription. 
The most laborious 'and 


beautiful astronomical diagrams ever 
drawn are those of Donati's cornet. 
There is nothing to startle in these 
representations, out everything to in- 
terest. It was first delineated on the 
24th of September, being then in the 
r.r,ncf-nTUt;nn rirpnt TCOH.I*. Tho inox- 


lustrate the effect of such erratic frag- ' 
ments when striking the sun, a calcula-. 
lion has been made, with the conclusion 
that a meteor one hundred miles in 
diameter striking the sun with all of the 


• accelerated momentum gathered from 
its parabolic orbit, would not be noticed 
on the earth, and the terrible impinge- 
ment would keep up the solar heat but 
a few hours. ' One of the most remark- 
able statements of modern times comes 
from the most renowned savant of 
the French Academy of Science. "It 
is 
to 
the 
effect 
that as a re- 


sult of his examination of meteoric 
specimens,, he finds them composed of 
real sandstone. 
Now, this means, a 


great deal, for sandstone comes from 
the destruction of previous rocks; it is 
the washings, ground-down results from 
volcanic throes. So that it appears, in, 
short, that meteors and comets are por- 
tions of demolished, worn-out worlds.' 
These meteoric fragments resemble al- 
most exactly the sandstone which holds 
the copper of the Lake Superior region. 
Is this the end? Is this what is to be- 
come of a worn-out world? 
Let us 


now go farther out into the region of 
the fixed stars. In the ancient pyra- 
mids of Gheezen something like the' 
telescopic tube was constructed, through 
which tlie pole star was constantly in 
view. Through that tube there can now no 
star bo seen. It is not that the heavens 
have moved out of place, but the pyra- 
mid, 
the earth, have shifted during 


those thousands of years. 
We speak 


of the apparent motion of the heavens, 
but that star is there, Jixed in its prop- 
er place. Just here we can appreciate 
the new astronomy. With the spectro- 
scope we can discern the motions o_f the 
"fixed"' stars, and in a single minute 
can. detect a movement which the naked 
eye coukl not perceive in thousands .of 
years. When a star is approaching the 
earth a spectroscope shows the green 
tending to blue, and when it is reced- 
ing the green pales into yellow. This 
is a hint of the method by which re- 
sults are attained. One star was par- 
ticularly considered, Sirius. 
In the 


olden time constellations controlled tho 
stars in the. arrangements of diagrams, 
and 
specimen 
illustrations 
were 


given. 
Tho excellent 
astronomical 


photographic 
work 
of 
Cambridge 


was referred 
to, 
especially in 
the 


study of the stars. 
Sirius is 
the 


largest star to tlie naked eye. It is one 
of tlie nearer fixed stars, yet is hundreds 
of thousands of millions of miles away. 
It is twenty times larger than the sun 
in diameter and eight thousand times 
larger in bulk. There are four types of 
stars, in their chemical constitution. 
One of these classes is younger than our 
sun. 
and in this class is Sirius. 
In the

ing away from us, about ten miles a 
second. In Orion we find the same 
type of stars as the sun.' 
The great 


star cluster was thrown upon the 
screen, of which Herschel said: 
"No 


man looks upon it for the first time 
without a feeling of amazement." 
In 


tho familiar "milky way" the universe 
is seen in the making. 
Our new as- 


tronomv began with Galileo and [bis in- 
'.significant telescope. 
Now wo have 


!one forty-five feet long, with a thirty- 
inch object glass. 
From all our varied 


studies we learn that this present uni- 
verse is the successor of those that 
preceded it, and is but the predecessor 
of those to come after. 
It is one point 


'in the grand sequence of eternal events. 
All of our studies lead us to be careful 
of presumptuous speculations. We arc 
told that everything points to a degre-

was thrown upon the screen. The 


phenomenon referred to, by which th< 
tail of the comet seems to be pushed 
away from the sun; demonstrates that, 
in spite of the prevalent belief that the 
solar influence is one of attraction, as 
seen in gravitation, it has, in some way, 
a repellent force.' In referring to New- 
ton, the fact was noticed that that 
o-reat scientist .frequently quoted the 
conclusions of an astronomer " in Bos- 
ton of New England." 
One of the. 


especially fine views presented was that 
of the comet of 18SO. A recent discov- 
ery has entirely changed all of our ideas 
on certain questions. That discovery 
is the identification of comets with cer- 
tain meteor streams into which the 
earth is precipitated by its orbit once in 
about thirty years. Holding what he 
declared to bo a piece of comet in his 
hand, tho speaker said that it had a 
history more thrilling than that of any 
atom of our earth, if it could only tell 
its story. 
A vivid description was given 


of the ominous physical phenomena 
which accompanied tho fallihf; of the 
meteoric' specimen 
exhibited.

• It lias been ascertained that the or- 
din:irv length of the hair, as shown by 
the measurement in women, ranges 
between twenty andj thirty-six inches, 
and its weight from six to eight ounces.
